Controversy  Lingers  On 


Anger  and  hostility  were 
the  attitudes  of  most  comm- 
unity residents  who  met  with 
city  official,  Lou  Blazej, 
at  the  Potrero  Hill  Neigh- 
borhood House  last  November 
15. 

The  residents'  anger 
stemmed  from  controversy 
surrounding  the  Wisconsin 
Site,  also  known  as  the 
Starr  King  Park  site. 

The  site,  a  10.8  acre 
parcel  of  land  owned  by  the 
city  Real  Estate  Department, 
has  collected  an  unhealthy 
and  dangerous  accumulation 
of  refuse/  broken  founda- 
tions and  rodents.  City 
apathy  and  lack  of  community 
awareness  has  aggravated  the 
problem . 

Starr  King  Park  is  a 
former  temporary  housing  de-

velopment  established  during 
World  War  II  by  the  Housing 
Authority,   then  relinquished 
by  that  agency  to  the  city 
of  San  Francisco  in  1970. 
The  site  is  bound  north  to 
south  by  23rd  and  26th  Sts., 
and  east  to  west  from  DeHaro  ' 
to  Wisconsin  Streets.  Any 
decision  to  develop  the  area 
is  determined  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors. 

Since  the  release  of  the 
Wisconsin  Street  Housing 
Study  in  1968,  residents 
have  struggled  with  city  of- 
ficials for  a  sensible  solu- 
tion.    The  study  recommended 
that  the  site  be  given  or 
sold  at  a  modest  price  for 
non-profit  cooperative  hous- 
ing and  developed  through

Landmark  View  From  Hill 

The  top  of  Potrero  Hill,  as  viewed  from  the  Potrero  Hill 
Neighborhood  House,  was  the  scene  of  much  VIP  activity,  as 
the  Nabe    celebrated  its  official  Landmark  status  during  a 
week  sparked  by  dedication  services  at  the  beginning  of  Dec- 
ember. 

Mayor  George  Moscone  presented  a  city  proclamation  to  the 
Nabe's  Executive  Director,  Enola  Maxwell,  after  which  State 
Senator  Milton  Marks  offered  a  Senate  resolution  praising 
the  work  of  the  Neighborhood  House. 

Other  city  officials  paying  homage  to  this  event  includ- 
ed Supervisor  Robert  Gonzales,  City  Commissioners,  School 
Board  members,  and  many  representatives  from  the  community. 

Members  of  the  Neighborhood  House's  Board  of  Directors 
and  friends  were  on  hand  to  welcome  and  guide  the  visitors 
through  the  building,  which  was  granted  Landmark  status 
this  past  summer,  and  is  currently  in  the  process  of  reno- 
vation with  capital  improvement  funds. 

An  exhibit,  depicting  early  members  of  the  House;  a 
story  of  Julia  Morgan,  the  building's  architect;  and  blue- 
print drawings  showing  how  the  renovated  areas  of  the 
building  will  look  upon  completion,  are  on  display  in  the 
^ lobby  at  953  De  Haro  Street. 

At  a  benefit  dinner  later  in  the  week,  guest  speaker 
Congresswoman  Yvonne  Burke  gave  a  keynote  address  linking 
the  need  and  role  of  the  center  to  the  community. 

Assemblyman  Art  Agnos,  honorary  chairman,  introduced 
other  honored  residents,  ILWU  President  Jim  Herman,  Ruth 
Wellington,  and  Mike  Samadoroff. 

The  festive  occasion  brought  another  host  of  elected 
officials  on  all  levels  of  local  and  statewide  positions. 
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Bond  Passage  Aids  Irrigation 

Parks  to  Test  Water  System 


The  passage  of  Proposition 
A  in  last  November's  elec- 
tion will  result  in  automatic 
irrigation  systems  being  in- 
stalled in  the  two  Potrero 
Hill  municipal  parks . 

Jackson  Park  and  Potrero 
Hill  Playground  are  both 
scheduled  for  implementation 
of  the  new  system,  which  will 
operate  at  night,   thus  pro- 
viding more  hours  of  daytime 
use  for  Hill  residents . 

By  watering  at  night,  the 
new  system  will  aid  in  the 
Park  Department's  efforts  to 
conserve  water.     The  automa- 
tic sprinkler  system  will  re- 
lease City  gardeners  for 
other  tasks. 

The  Recreation  &  Park  De- 
partment is  presently  await- 
ing a  schedule  for  the  sale 
of  municipal  bonds  from  the 
City  Controller's  office, 
which  will  provide  necessary 
funds  for  design  and  con- 
struction of  the  irrigation 
systems . 

Estimates,  based  on  the 
square  footage  of  the  parks. 


project  a  cost  of  $70,000 
for  Jackson  Park  and  5150,000 
for  Potrero  Hill  Playground. 
Because  these  estimates  are 
based  only  on  the  areas  to 
be  watered,  the  final  costs 
are  expected  to  vary.

Editorial 

Freedom  of 
Expression  ?  Bill 

A  major  attack  on  our  First  Amendment   (freedom  of  ex- 
pression) ,   as  well  as  an  insidious  attempt  to  redefine  the 
Criminal  Code,   is  alive  and  well  and  presently  exists  in 
the  form  of  S.  1437. 

S.   1437  is  a  compromise  bill  developed  by  Senators  Ed- 
ward Kennedy  and  John  McClel Ian  as  a  result  of  massive  pub- 
lic resistance  to  its  forerunner,  S.B.   1,  which  was  defeat- 
ed after  a  national  campaign  of  opposition  in  1976. 

A  principal  objection  to  S.B.  1  had  been  that  it  pro- 
tected government  from  the  impact  of  politicaj.  opposition. 
For  example,   the  civil  rights  and  peace  movement  protests 
of  the  1960's  would  have  been  outlawed. 

S.  1437,  the  bill  before  us  now,  has  retained  some  of 
the  basic  repressive  measures. 

Some  of  the  new  provisions  fall  under  the  broad  categor- 
ies of  political  opposition  to  judicial  proceedings;  op- 
position to  war  or  detense;  opposition  to  assemblies  and 
demonstrations;  political  investigations  and  labor  activi- 
ties. 

Spokespersons  for  the  Interim  Task  Force,  acting  as 
Congressional  watchdog  say,   "We  see  the  fight  agflinst 
S.   14  37  as  a  long  one,  and  a  proposed  January  action  (now 
in  the  planning  stage)   as  the  first  step  in  this  fight." 

According  to  Pam  Ray,   a  member  of  the  Interim  Task 
Force,   "this  is  no  longer  the  type  of  bill  you  can  say  'I 
am  totally  opposed  to.'     People,  when  writing  letters,  are 
going  to  have  to  be  real  specific  about  what  they  are  op- 
posing .  " 

Ms.   Ray  urges  citizens  to  write  to  Senators  Alan  Cran- 
ston and  S.I.  Hayakawa  and  tell  them  the  specific  sections 
of  the  bill  that  are  found  to  be  the  most  troublesome,  ask- 
ing them  to  study  this  new  bill  and  to  introduce  necessary 
amendments  when  it  goes  to  the  Senate  floor  in  "early  1978.

Combine 
flour  and  salt;  add  to  creamed  mixture.     Pinch  off  bits  of 
dough  and  roll  into  balls  approximately  3/4  inch  in  dia- 
meter.    Dip  into  slightly  beaten  egg  whites,  roll  in 
chopped  nuts.     Place  on  greased  cookie  sheet  and  make  de- 
pression in  center  with  thumb,  carefully  flattening  cookie. 
Bake  at  300  degrees  F.  for  25-30  minutes,  until  golden. 
(The  depression  in  center  can  be  remade  with  a  measuring 
spoon  after  20  minutes  of  baking,   if  necessary.)  Remove 
from  cookie  sheet  and  let  cool.     Put  about  1  t.  preserves/ 
j am/he lly  in  center.

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Quaint  Quilts  at  A.I.R. 


The  quilt  show  at  the 
A.I.R.  Gallery  during  the 
month  of  November  displayed 
a  delightful  cross -section 
of  quilts  representing  the 
craft  from  the  1800 's  to  the 
present.     I  was  particularly 
enchanted  with  the  older  pie- 
ces and  found  myself  being 
drawn  into  the  lives  and 
folklore  of  the  past. 

One  of  the  first  quilts 
that  caught  my  eye  was  one 
from  the  Victorian  era  ren- 
dered in  richly  textured 
fabrics  and  arranged  in  the 
very  simple  Log  Cabin  motif f. 
I  conjured  up  images  of  this 
quilt  gracing  the  elaborate 
bed  of  some  lovely  Victorian 
lady. 

The  Amish  quilts  on  dis- 
play, "Amish  Nine  Patch"  and 
"Amish  Triangle  Star,"  were 
exquisite  pieces  done  in 
sensitive,  subtle  earth 
tones.     When  I  looked  at 
these  beautiful  works  of  art 
I  realized  what  a  highly  de- 
veloped aesthetic  sense  these 
women  had  despite  their  work- 
ing under  the  very  harsh  lim- 
its of  their  environment. 
The  caption  next  to  one  of 
the  pieces  read  "There  are 
no  extras  on  Amish  quilts." 

This  sense  of  utilitarian- 
ism was  a  theme  evident  in 
many  of  the  pieces  on  dis- 
play. 

Delia  Ballard's  quilt 
■Pink  &  Cream"  was  another 
lesson  in  the  strict  practi- 
cality of  the  craft.  Lorena 
Ballard,  her  daughter,  re- 
vealed that  the  cream  co- 
lored material  came  from  the 
trimmings  of  material  used 
in  an  aircraft  factory  in 
San  Diego  during  World  War 
II.     Delia  Ballard  started 
quilting  when  she  was  very 
young.     She  used  scraps  of 
material  to  put  together  bed 
covers  to  provide  warmth 
during  the  midwestern  win- 
ters.    She  is  now  86  years 
old  and  is  still  quilting. 

The  pieces  done  by  Ruth 
Helen  Fedrau  also  reflect 
the  utilitarian  nature  of 
the  craft.     She  was  born  in 
Kansas  of  Mennonite  parents. 
Her  daughter  stated,  "Quilts 
were  made  by  my  mother  as  a 
part  of  a  family  and  reli- 
gious tradition.     Each  rhild 
received  a  quilt  when  he  or 
she  married.     She  also  made 
some  for  the  grandchildren. 
All  were  made  from  scraps 
of  clothing  worn  by  the 
child."     She  stated  further 
that  quilting  was  a  source 
of  relaxation  for  her  mother 
and  it  gave  her  a  great  deal 
of  satisfaction  to  be  able 
to  give  her  children  some- 
thing as  a  "gedanknis"  mem- 
ory of  her.

According  to  gallery  cu- 
rator Penny  Blair,  many 
people  have  found  pieces  of 
quilting  that  have  been 
started  by  someone  in  their 
families  but  never  finished. 
This  prompts  an  active  in- 
terest in  the  craft.  For 
example,  one  piece  on  dis- 
play was  found  by  a  Hill 
resident  in  the  basement  of 
a  house  on  which  he  was 
working .       He  now  intends  to 
finish  this  piece  which  was 
started  in  the  traditional

THE  C(TY  WILL 
CONTINUE

"In  the  Jungle  of  the 
Cities,"  November's  play  at 
the  Julian  Theatre,  is  the 
story  of  the  tangled,  vio- 
lent, beautiful  jungle  of 
wills  in  man's  cities.  The 
city  is  Chicag«->,  the  year 
1912,  the  clash  is  between 
Shlink,  the  Malay  lumber 
dealer  and  Goerge  Garga,  an 
idealistic  young  library 
clerk.     In  the  course  of  the 
evening  your  morals  are  re- 
examined, men  will  die,  wo- 
men will  fall,  the  city  will 
continue . 

The  Julian  Theatre  did  an 
excellent  job  adapting  the 
script  from  Bertolt  Brecht's 
original  manuscript  and  se- 
veral translations.  Under 
the  direction  of  Richard 
Reineccius,  they  perfectly 
recreated  the  fantasy-like 
world  Brecht  described  in 
his  play.     From  the  moment 
the  Green  Man  slithers  de- 
lightfully from  under  a  tarp 
to  narrate,  you  are  captivat- 
ed by  the  totality  of  the 
drama.     This  feeling  of  cap- 
tivation  was  enhanced  by 
brillant  staging,  putting 
actors  on  planks  above  the 
audience  and  utilizing  the 
startling  scenery  of  Potrero 
Hill  in  a  dazzling  final 
scene. 

The  play  itself  is  an 
examination  of  man's  cosmic 
loneliness.     Shlink  attempts 
to  overcome  the  separateness 
he  feels  from  mankind  by 
finding  an  ultimate  hatred. 
To  this  end  he  attempts  to 
destroy  Garga,  one  man  whom 
he  knows  will  put  up  a  good 
fight.     Garga  and  Shlink 
battle  violently  in  the  most 
metaphysical  sense  as  Garga 


Once  again,  the  Julian 
Theatre  has  presented  a  con- 
temporary work  of  far-reach- 
ing significance. 

From  "Medal  of  Honor  Rag" 
by  Tom  Cole,  emerges  the 
real-life  tragedy  of  a  sol- 
dier, Dwight  Johnson  (called 
Dale  Jackson,  or  D.J.  in  the 
play) ,  who  has  returned  from 
a  brief  but  traumatic  ex- 
perience in  combat  for  which 
he  received  the  Congression- 
al Medal  of  Honor. 

Playwright  Cole  magnifies 
the  nature  and  complexity  of 
heroism,  as  it  is  revealed 
in  this  man's  history. 

Before  being  awarded  the 
honor  of  the  medal,  D.J.  was 
"...just  another  invisible 
spade,  waiting  on  line  and 
getting  shit  on  just  for 
being  there!" 

The  tragic  irony  of  John- 
son's death  moves    one  to 
realize  the  dilemma  of  so 
many  young  men  who  were  com- 
missioned to  engage  in  a  war 
of  which  they  had  little  or 
no  understanding. 

In  contrast  to  the  after- 
math of  World  War  II,  with 
each  returning  soldier  him- 
self a  hero,  the  veterans  of 
the  Vietnam  war  returned  one 
by  one... no  banners  waving, 
nor  handshake  of  thanks. 
There  were  no  heroes. 

The  Julian  provides  these 
jarring  statistics: 

"The  Vietneun  War  was  end- 
ed by  a  Presidential  Pro- 
clamation dated  May  7,  1975.

attempts  to  retain  his  alone- 
ness  in  a  world  suddenly  gone 
mad.     He  refuses  to  accept 
responsibility  for  any  life 
other  than  his  own,  but  for 
his  own  life  he  claims  sole 
responsibi 1 i ty . 

The  part  of  Garga  was 
sensitively  and  often  hu- 
morously played  by  David 
Parr.     His  performance,  and 
that  of  T.   Ross  playing  his 
sister  Mary,  were  the  shin- 
ing lights  of  the  play.  Un- 
fortunately Jim  Orin  seemed 
a  bit  too  stiff  in  his  role 
as  Shlink,  making  Malay  into 
almost  a  charicature  of  it- 
self.    Wayne  Paul  Mattingly 
as  the  Coreen  Man  deserved 
raves,  and  the  rest  of  the 
supporting  cast,  Karen  Seri- 
guchi  as  Skinny,  Audrey  Fer- 
ber  as  Jan  Larry,  Lewis 
Brown  and  Steve  Henry  all 
contributed  to  a  successful 
play. 


the  period  of  the  Vietnam 
War  as  beginning  on  August 
5,   1964.     In  October,  1976, 
it  was  disclosed  by  the 
Veteran's  Administration 
that  101,000  honorably  dis- 
charged veterans  have  died 
since  returning  to  civilian 
life.     Current  estimates 
place  this  figure  at  155,000. 
According  to  the  V,A. ,  prin- 
cipal causes  of  death  among 
these  vets  have  been  by  drug 
overdose,  one-car  accidents, 
and  suicide . 

These  post-war  casualty 
figures  do  not  include  those 
veterans  who  received  bad 
paper  discharges,   and  for 
whom  no  records  have  been 
kept. 

The  total  number  of 
deaths  directly  attributable 
to  combat  in  Vietnam  is 
46,  520. 

D.J.   is  representative  of 
countless  persons  who  are 
cynical  of  receiving  help, 
crying  out  for  help,  yet 
barring  themselves  from 
help.     It  is  indeed  a  vic- 
ious cycle. 

Cole's  use  of  circular 
dialogue,  and  the  acting  in 
general,  illustrate  this 
fact,  and  create  a  one-act 
play  that  is  moving  and  en- 
tirely believable. 

The  drama  is  enacted  in 
an  office  at  Valley  Forge 
Army  Hospital.     Under  the 
direction  of  Brenda  Reinec- 
cius, John  Henry  Doyle's 
sensitive  treatment  of  the 
character,  D.J.,  is  highly 
applaudable,  especially  with 
the  intensity  of  emotional 
changes  that  occur  within 
the  90  minutes  of  perform- 
ance. 


With  hardly  a  detectable 
flaw,   Doyle  travels  easily 
between  displays  of  anger, 
agony,   and  mocking  wit.  At 
one  point  his  interaction 
with  the  psychiatrist  almost 
moved  me  to  tears. 

Lewis  Brown  portrays  the 
civilian  psychiatrist,  a 
specialist  in  the  "impacted 
grief"  of  Vietnam  vets.  He 
is  well-intentioned,  and  anx- 
ious to  make  progress  in  this 
"special  case,"  but  is  ul- 
timately ineffective.  Brown 
transcends  smoothly  from 
early  awkwardness  through 
the  ensuing  intensely  emo- 
tional session  with  D.J.,  to 
his  concluding  soliloquy. 

The  two  principal  char- 
acters support  each  other 
magnificently,  even  when  the 
presence  of  Marc  Passen,  as 
the  sterotypical  military 
policeman  (M.P. ) ,  disrupts 
their  "60-minute"  session. 
Passen  certainly  fits  the 
role  well.     He  stands  out 
understandably  yet  obtrus- 
ively within  the  atmosphere 
of  the  doctor's  office. 

Ms.  Reineccius  has  done  a 
fine  directorial  job.  Fur- 
thermore, the  technical  as- 
pects of  the  Julian  Theatre 
production  were  excellent, 
including  a  convincing  set, 
good  graphics  and  sound- 
track,  and  a  flute/percus- 
sion solo  by  Larry  Walker. 

It  is  a  thoroughly  engag- 
ing, entertaining,  and  pro- 
vocative play;   in  critics' 
lingo,  a  "must-see." 

Responding  to  the  Julian 
Theatre's  invitation,  Tom 
Cole,  the  author,  was  pre- 
sent at  the  West  Coast  pre- 
miere of  his  first  play, 
and  received  assorted  ques- 
tions and  comments  from  mem- 
bers of  the  audience.  Cole 
said  he  was  pleased  with  the 
production,  and  felt  the 
play  was  at  home  in  a  thea- 
tre and  community  such  as 
ours , 

Performances  of  "Medal" 
are  at  8  p.m.  Thursday,  Fri- 
day,  Saturday  and  Sunday 
evenings  through  December 
30,  with  the  exception  of 
Dec.  24  and  25.

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A  Doctor's  Opinion 

National  Health  Insurance 

By  Dr.  Sheldon  Minkin  . 

National  health  insurance  in  some  form  will  be  legisla- 
tively enacted  within  the  next  four  years .  I  believe  that 
the  models  which  have  been  proposed  should  not  be  adopted. 
The  focus  of  health  care  should  be  on  the  problems  of  con- 
taining costs,  raising  health  levels,  and  distributing  fa- 
cilities and  services  equitably. 

In  1961  the  federal  budget  was  $97.8  billion.     This  year 
the  federal  budget  is  a  whopping  S413  billion,  more  than 
four  times  greater  than  it  was  16  years  ago.     During  this 
time,  our  population  has  increased  20%,  and  the  inflation 
index  has  increased  89%.     Taking  this  population  and  in- 
flation into  account,  this  still  does  not  justify  a  bud- 
get increase  of  412%. 

Does  anyone  really  believe  that  we  are  getting  four  times 
greater  service  from  the  government  today  than  we  did  16 
years  ago?    The  government  has  promised  too  much  and  deli- 
vered too  little.     People  have  been  led  to  believe  that 
government  itself  should,  can  and  will  solve  all  problems, 
when  in  fact  it  can't. 

The  government  has  already  caused  the  bankruptcy  of  So- 
cial Security,  the  postal  system,  and  the  VA  hospitals. 
Aside  from  that,  the  level  of  services  provided  by  these 
government-run  agencies  has  deteriorated,  in  spite  of  mas- 
sive infusions    of  public  funds,  and  now  the  95th  Congress 
would  have  us  believe  that  they  have  the  expertise  to  ad- 
minister national  health  insurance. 

Unfortunately,  the  problems  of  health  care  are  very  real 
and  must  be  solved;  but  it  is  apparent  that  government  is 
not  the  most  effective  problem  solver,  and,  most  important- 
ly, we  the  taxpayers,  who  really  pay  for  everything  the 
government  does,  have  reached  the  point  where  we  cannot 
afford  to  have  government  try  to  provide  all  the  solutions 
by  itself.

Communify 
Grievances  Aired 


At  a  well  attended  Police 
Community  Relations  meeting 
at  the  Southeast  Police  Sta- 
tion last  Nov.   15,  citizens 
from  Potrero  Hill,  Bayview 
and  Hunter's  Point  aired 
specific  and  general  grie- 
vances before  Captain  Robert 
McFarland  and  Officers  Mike 
Mahoney  and  Kenneth  Wheeler. 

Complaints  ranged  from  il- 
legal parking  and  littered 
streets,  to  street  drug 
sales  and  floating  gambling 
games.     Each  complaint  was 
noted  by  Officer  Mahoney, 
with  a  promise  of  prompt 
action  in  many  cases. 

The  police  were  compli- 
mented for  handling  problems 
which  had  been  raised  at 
previous  meetings . 

Officer  Mahoney  announced 
that  burglary  and  theft  in 
the  Southeast  District  de- 
clined in  November  for  the 
second  month  in  a  row.  Cap- 
tain McFarland  announced  the 
activation  of  a  station 
plainclothes  unit  since  last 
Oct.  31. 


Gay  Crime 


Study 


The  first  study  of  unre- 
ported crimes  against  San 
Francisco's  gays  is  being 
conducted  by  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Study  Center. 

The  study,  which  will  doc- 
ument verifiable  case  his- 
tories of  victims  and  wit- 
nesses to  gay  harassment, 
has  been  designed  under  the 
consultation  of  the  Gay  Ad- 
visory Committee  of  the 
Human  Rights  Commission, 

During  the  past  four  months 
50  incidents  of  violence 
against  gays  have  been  re- 
ported to  the  Human  Rights 
Commission.     The  Police  De- 
partment currently  does  not 
keep  statistics  on  crimes 
against  gays,  because  it  is 
difficult  to  determine  whe- 
ther the  victim  of  an  inci- 
dent is  gay.     Gay  leaders 
feel  that  many  crimes  go 
unreported,  because  gays 
fear  police  harrassment. 

For  six  months  the  Study 
Center  will  collect  case 
histories  of  the  incidents, 
and  then  analyze  the  data. 

The  San  Francisco  Study 
Center  is  an  independent 
community  organization  which 
researches  issues  for  neigh- 
borhood and  community  orga- 
nizations .

"The  Plant  Book"  is  a 
book  for  the  indoor  gardener 
beginner  or  old  hand.  Not 
quite  an  encyclopedia,   it  is 
a  well  written  compendium  of 
almost  everything  (not  more 
than)  you  ever  v/anted  to 
know  about  150  common  house 
plants,  some  of  them  edi- 
ble; the  care  and  feeding  of 
same. 

It  is  logically  arranged, 
generously  illustrated  with 
16  pages  of  photographs  and 
almost  200  excellent  draw- 
ings.    Included  among  the 
usual  appendices  are  an  ex- 
cellent bibliography,  lists 
of  plant  societies  and  nur- 
series, as  well  as  a  plant 
name  index  which  cross  re- 
ferences commonly  known  and 
botanical  names.     32  chapters 

provide  concise  information,  advice  and  understandable 
instructions . 

The  book  reflects  painstaking  research  in  its  lucid 
writing.     It  is  an  education. 

Co-author  Maria  Vermiglio  has  lived  on  Potrero  Hill  for 
the  past  seven  years.     Now  that  "The  Plant  Book"  is 
finished   (it  was  she  who  insisted  that  the  edible  plant 
section  be  included),   she  is  completing  work  on  a  master's 
degree  in  political  science.     Her  studies  have  had  practi- 
cal application  through  involvement  with  problems  and  con- 
cerns of  Potrero  Hill.     She  has  been  an  outreach  worker  at 
the  Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood  House;  and  co-founder  and 
present  coordinator  of  the  Potrero  Hill  League  of  Active 
Neighbors  (which  is  gaining  momentum  as  Hill  dwellers  feel 
the  invasion  of  ambitious  developers) .     Her  studies  in 
policy  analysis  and  land  use  planning,  combined  with  her 
activism  makes  her  see  the  necessity  to  humanize  the  pro- 
fession of  administrator.

private  sponsorship  financ- 
ed by  the  government . 

Guthrie  Evans,  spokesper- 
son for  the  meetings'  spon- 
sor. Citizens  Action  League, 
presented  a  proposal  stating 
"The  entire  vacant  area  of 
the  Wisconsin  site  should  be 
left  as  open  natural  space, 
maintained  by  the  Park  and 
Recreation  Department.  Any 
plans  for  this  area  should 
be  developed  with  community 
input." 

To  avert  development, 
Blazej  suggested  that  resi- 
dents contact  their  district 
supervisor  and  seek  his  aid 
in  defense  of  community 
needs.     Residents  could  es- 
tablish broad-based  commun- 
ity support  through  peti- 
tions, letter  writing  and  by 
applying  pressure  to  the 
Planning  Commission  to 
change  the  zoning  from  de- 
velopment to  recreational 
use. 

"City  officials  feel  that 
Potrero  Hill  already  posses- 
ses too  much  land,  but  per- 
sonally, I  would  prefer  to 
see  trees  planted,"  Blazei 
said.

Brondello  recently  to  learn 
more  about  the  plan. 

They  feel  that  as  curr- 
ently projected,  the  use  of 
the  land  would  be  carefully 
planned  and  controlled  with 
the  intent  of  keeping  the 
"neighborhood  quality"  of 
Potrero.     While  feeling  that 
the  project  appears  to  be 
innovative  and  "could  genu- 
inely enhance  the  quality  of 
life  on  the  Hill,"  plan  is 
aware  of  the  dangers  inher-
